Dollars More Thar 
last Year 


Ottawa, November 16.—The report 
o the -Census and Statistics Office 


for. the month ending October 311 
shows that the total area in potat- 
crops, hi 7 and 


des, roots, fodder 
slover this year-was 9,007,492 asras, 
vith a total products -value of $219,- 
355,000. ‘This is $1,600,000 more 


han last year, and there is a de-, 
and 


ease cf $3,120,000 in hay 
clover. The largest increase is 


shown in potatoes, which is nearly 
36,000,000 more than last year, al- 


-hough the product is less’ by 8,000,- 


300 bushels,—the average selling price 
being 60 cents per bushel as com- 
pared With 45 cents a year ago. 
fhe value of this year’s product of 
anay-and clover and fodder corn is 
p154,065000, which is less than last 
year’s value by $2,608,000. Potat- 
oes, turnips and other roots and sug- 
ar beets have a value of $59,990,000, 
being more than last year’s value by 
$4,213,090. The quality of all the 
crops this year is 90 per cent. and 
over excopting sugar beet, which is 


88 per cent., and last year all crops {- 


-xcepting potatccs, tu nips and other 
roots were over 90. The values of 
all root and fodder crops thid year 
by provinces were $5,754,000 in 
Prince Edward Island, $12,238,000 in 
Nova Scotia, $12,596,000 in New 
Brunswick, $73,315,000 in Quebec, 
$99,468,000 in Ontario, $5,583,008 in 
Maniteba, $3,790,0°% in Saskatche- 
wan and $6,321,000 in Alberta. 

‘The area sown to fall wheat this 
season is 1,097,900 acres, being 797,- 
200 acres in Ontario and 300,700 in 
Alberta. This is 2.93 per cent. less 
than a year ggo. 

The per cent. of fall ploughing 
completed ranges from 73.57 in On- 
tario to 40.40 in Prince Edward 
Island: for the eastern provinces, and 
from 18.73 in Alberta to 34.12 in 
Manitoba for the western provinces, 
which is less than the averages of 
last. year at the same date.

Forestry Press Bulletin 
to. 4 


An interview wich an engineer giv- 
en recently in a western paper to the 
effect that there is abundant timber 
on the line of the Hudson Bay Rail- 
way is an illustration of the mis- 
apprehension in regard to this mat- 
ter that exists in the public mind. 
Because there are large areas of 
land in the north on which there is 
timber of some kind, the conclusicn 
is reached that it is all of present 
value and that the country has an 
unlimited supply. As a matter cf 
fact a careful inspection of the tim- 
ber along the line of the Hudyon Bay 
Railway made in the years 1910 and 
1911, by the Forestry Branch of the 
Department of the. Interior, shows 
that there is not enough mature tim- 
ber. along the line of that railway 
to build the road. There are no 
prairie districts of any extent along 
the route, there are trees. every- 
where, but owing to repeated fires, 
the forest is, except cn the merest 
fraction of the area, too small for 
commercial purposes and unless it 
can be protected from fire until it 
rcaches maturity, will never be of 
any use to the country. Explora- 
tions in other parts of the northern 
forested districts tell the same tale. 
Everywhere fire has worked havoc, 
and the forest is a mere. wreck of 
what, it might have been if fires 
could be prevented. And unless ade- 
quate measures are taken now to 
protect the young and immature for- 
ests which form the major part of 
the stand, the outlook for the future 
is none too good. 

If the northern forests are to con- 
tinue to be a permanent scurce of 
wealth to the country, it is abso- 
lutely necessary that the fire ranging 
system should be extended and that 
proper methods of management of 
the forest should be applied, and pub- 
lic education to the value of the 
forest is even more necessary. 
~In Sweden, which has large extents 
of northern forests, practically unin- 
Nabited, similar to those in nor- 
thern Canada, has about eliminatcd 
tne fire danger in such _ districts 
mainly by educating her people to 
the value of the forests.

On Wednesday morning His Sord- 
ship gave judgment sentencing Kelly 
to two years onthe robbery chirges 
and seven years on the attempt to 
murder, the sentences to run conceur- 
rently.

LEINE AND NEINE NOT GUILTY 

H. Leine and Harry Neine, accused 
of manslaughter in cennection with 
the death of Baggageman McLeod, 
were found not guilty and acquitted, 
on Thursday, before Mr. Justice 
Stuart.

COURT MARTIAL ON THE NIOBE 


A court martial, composed of Brit- 
ivyh naval officers, was held a few 
days ago to enquire into the re- 
sponsibility of officers of the Niobe 
at the time that vessel went ashore. 
The result of the first day’s hearing 
was that Lieuz. Lord Allison Grah- 
am, who was officer on watch at 
fifteen or twenty minutes of the time 
of the grounding, was reprimanded. 
The evidence showed that while 
Graham was aware of the existence 
of Cape Sable lights, and the time 
they should have been discernible 
from the ship, he allowed time to 
Pass when the lights should have-been 
séen without reporting to the navi- 
gafing officer. Although he was off 
duty for fifteen or jwenty minutes 
before the grounding occurred, he 
was held guilty of negligence. 

At a subsequent hearing, Lieut. 
Chas. White, the navigating officer, 
was found guilty of suffering, through 
negligence, the Niobe to strand. off 
Cape Sable. He was severely repri- 
manded and dismissed from the ship. 
It had been shown that Lieut. White 
had been overworked previous to the 
stranding, and the finding of the 
court was a surprise to those fol- 
lowing the case. 

The third trial, that of Command- 


er W. N. MacDonald, resulted in hon- 
orable acquittal.

SPLENDID MEETING AT THE LYRI 


MR. TWEEDIE AND MR. HOADLEY 
- ALSO SPEAK 


The Conservative rally on Tuesday 
ED | CV NIT drew a large and represen- 
NG | tative audience, among whem were 
many supporters of the Liberal 
party. The speakers all received a 
fair and appreciative hearing, many 
of the remarks made _ provoking 
cheers of approval. The speakers of 
the evening were T. M. Tweedie, 
member elect for Calgary; George 
Hoadley, M-P.P. for Okotoks, and the 
local member and .leader of the 
party, E. Michener, M.P.P. It was 
a very interesting meeting, instruc- 
tive and of critical value from the 
standpoint of the voter. There can 
be nothing more wholesqme than an 
occasional review of provincial pol- 
ities and a cri:icism, frank and just, 
of the blunders of the administra- 
tion. In the present instance there 
would appear to be ample occasion 
for pungent criticism. The general 
mess into which the government of 
this province has fallen, has now con- 
j tinued so long that the people begin 
to be weary and desire a change. All 


cordial welcome, and at once plunged 
into an arraignment of the present 
He expressed him- 
self as glad to appear as a_rep- 
resentative of the Conservative party 
| ana in support of the leadership of 
; Mr. Michener. Present political

what confused. We have in the house 
at Edmonton a strange anomaly, ‘in 
that we have three parties. There 
lis the party of the goverriment led 
by Premier Sifton, another faction 
of the same party led by Mr. Cross, 
and the Conservative opposition led 
l by Mr. Michener. The control of the 
province has now been in the hands 
of the Liberal party since 1905, when 
the province was first formed, and 
the speaker affirmed that there had 
never been an instance in the his:ory 
of any province of worse maladmin- 
istration than we had witnessed un- 
der the present party in power. 
speaker stated that the Liberal party 
in the old Territorial Legislature had 
at first been in favor of the policy 
of provincial ownership of natural re- 
seurces, but one by one they had 
abdicated at the bidding of the Dom- 
inion Government, each man appar- 
ently at a price. One man promin- 
ent in the counsels of the territories 
then was today the Lt. Governor. 
Another had been made a premier in 
Alberta. Another had become Pre- 
mier in Sask. Still another was 
pebenker of the House at Edmonton, 
and one had been raised to the bench 
as Chief Justice. On the other hand 
the Conservative party had always 
consistently stood for the policy of 
provincial control. On that plank 
the party stand today and on that 
|plank they anticipated victory at the 
‘polls. 

| The speaker declared that there 
was no evidence whatever that the 
_ pre-election promise of the Premier 
‘with regard to the ex-Liberal gov-

It was 
very doubtful however that this im- 
‘portant trust would be placed in the 
hands of men whose only record was 
one of fatuous and persistent bung- 
ling, and whe, were on record through 
1a number of years as opposed to this 
very policy. The speaker pointed out
